Wild ducks from the northern lake* 


are swarming southward and in such 
cumbers as have never b'fore bee» 
known in this part of the southwest; 
says an Arizona correspondent. Hun- 
ters who have shot the mallard, th« 
teal and the canvasback in the South 
declare that never have they seen 
elsewhere such flecks as are settling 
down along the lower Colorado river 
sad the upper Gulf of California. 


In the alfalfa and grain fields ducks 


can be shot after every irrigation, the 
water driving iziscc-ts to the surface- c? 
the ground and providing feed for tho 
hungry birds from the North. Fre- 
quently ranchers are able,- to shoot 
clucks from their door-yards, and last 


j winter a larga ficck cf canvasbacks 
I settled down along « canal which pass- 


es throng-! the heart of Phoenix, and 
for .1 week kept uptown residents 
awake by their noise during the feed- 
ing hours of the night. 


Down along the Giia river the Pima 


Indians kill the ducks in large num- 
bers, using clu'cs as weapons. Creep- 
Ing through the thick brush, which 
grows close up to the banks' of the 
stream, or its bayous, three or four 
Pima lads wili emerge suddenly and 
simultaneously upon the bank within 
a few feet of a flock of ducks. Each 
Indian carries a half dozen short, 
heavy clubs, and these are thrown as 
the frightened ducks rise. Sometimes 
a two-foot siesquite stick brings down 
two ducks. 


The Seri and Cocopah Indians, along 


the lower Colorado and the gulf, have 
a more interesting method of getting 
their game. 
The older bucks, who 


have bows and arrows, secure the birds 
by shooting, but the younger boys use 
a plan which is more difficult and less 
certain. Early in the morning, before 
dawn, they arrange in the water of the 
bayous horse-hair riatas, weighted and 
buoyed until they float about three 
inches below water level. 
Then, at- 


taching to these traps long and strong 
lines, the boys lie in wait for the com- 
ing of the ducks. When the birds set- 
tle in the water, and finally congregat* 
about a buoy, there is a sharp and hard 
pull, and cne, two and sometimes three 
ducks are hauled to dry land and then 
to the stew-pot.

During the hearing it 
developed that a inouey order had been 
issued last summer at the York postof- 
fice lo Keener for 75 cents, which he 
raised to $3U.T5. This order he mailed 
to Stars, Robuck & Co., of Chicago, aud 
desired to purchase a buggy. They hav- 
ing none at that price, and the order hav- 
ing been made payable to them, they eu- 
corsed and deposited it, and returned 
Keener iheir check, which Keener had 
Cisheu by H. tv Jones, shoe dealer, at 
Spring Grove. 


Commissioner Walter committed the 


prisoner to the Dauphin county jail, 
where he will remain until the next ses- 
sion of the United States District Court 
which meets in Williainsport in January. 


Keener was arrested last November for 


raising a inonej- order from $1.25 to $11,- 
25. The-order was issued from the York 
postoffice aud sent to Chicago. Keener 
wai tried before the United States Dis- 
tiict Court in Harrisburg and^pretended 
to be densely ignorant of the postal laws 
and the jury took compassion on him 
He was recommended to the court's mer- 
cv aud Judge Archibald imposed a sen- 
tence of $50 fine and costs. 
The pos-toffice authorities are now satis- 
lied that Keener is not as ignorant as he 
pretends to be. 


Death of Major W. W. Goldsbor- 


ough. 


Mujor William W- Goldsborough, a 


•-vve!l-known Confederate veteran died in 
Philadelphia on Christmas day. He was 
-about 69 years of age, and is survived by 
his wife, a niece of Gen. Robert E. Lee. 


In the battle of Gettysburg Major 


-Goldsborough commanded the regiment. 
The Second Maryland took part in the 
desperate attack on Gulp's Hill. Major 
Goldsborough placed the right of the 
regiment in command of Captain Mur- 
ray, who was killed while leading his 
men, and he led the left. Two-thirds of 
:tb.e regiment were killed or wounded in 
attack, including Major Goldsboro. He 
was captured and remained a prisoner 
until ihe close of the war. 


The Confederates placed Union offi- 


cers under fire at Charleston and in re- 
-turn Confederate officers, among them 
Major Goldsborough were placed in 
range of tiae rebel guns 


About five years ago he was run down 


bv a byciclist and had his thigh crushed, 
after which accident he was compelled 
•to use ciutches. 


He is survived by a brother, Dr. Ciias. 


W. Goldsborough, of Hunterstown, Ad- 
ams county, who wa* a surgeon in the 
Union army and at one tiuie, while in 
•the valley of Virginia, was one of a 
Latch of prisoners sent to the rear by 
Major Goldsborough.

To Keep Silvery from 
Silver in winter require:, especial at- 


tention. Gas from coal fires as well as 
from burners tarnishes and discolors. 
The sulphur from inaia rubber is also 
inimical to silver, so that the ring 
around the neck of a fruit jar will in a 
few hours tr.rn a spoon biaek. Silver 
net in everyday use should be kepi In 
cases made of Canton jiuunei or of 
chamois skin. The latter, because more 
Impervious to moisture, is best. The 
case may be long and narrow, with a 
strip of silk or ribbon clown the cen- 
tre, and loops into which spoons and 
knives are to be folded, when the arti- 
cles are in it. and kept in a drawer or 
separate case, together with a piece of 
camphor gum, which helps to keep sil- 


- ver from tarnishing. Large pieces of 


silver require separate bags made to 
Tit. and forks need a separate recepta- 
cle. 
When from neglect plate has 


grown much spotted, vigorous meas- 
ures are required. In that case take 
one spoonful of ammonia to 1G of vin- 
egar, rub over the stains rapidly and 
at cnce plunge into hot soapsuds. Any 
substance which is strong enough to 
remove stains will eat the surface of 
silver and must cot be permitted to 
remain. 


Silver in constant use needs only to 


have a daily wash in PC-aiding suds, 
then to be rinsed in water equally hot 
and wiped dry. so that tor a long time 
it will be bright without extra care. 
Table salt applied to the discolorations 
produced by the sulphur in eggs will 
remove ft at once. 
\VMnng applied 


with a moistened cloth, rubbed on 
soap, w!!> usually be all that is nec- 
essary. 
Should the plat.e have been 


neglected a long time the cloth may 
first be moistened with alcohol or di- 
luted ammonia.

with whiting applied on a tooth brush. 
After it is dry cover the hair with a 
sweeping cap to avoid dust, and thor- 
oughly brush over the raised and in- 
cised surfaces with a soft brush that 
penetrates every part of the figures or 
lettering.
